It 
seems he was killed on the battle-field, 
right m front of General R. B. Hayes, and 
Mrs. Hayes’ brother who went out to get 
his body, was also killed. The President 
himself thus had the double task of inform­ 
ing Mrs. Biulligan of her husband’s death, 
and his wife’s family of their calamity. 
These circumstances, and the energetic 
way Mrs. Mulligan conducted her cam­ 
paign here, had won over the President 
and all the Cabinet except Schurz, aud in 
fact everybody with whom she came in 
contact.

Mr. Howe was a badly chosen 
champion of the irreconcilables, even such 
light preliminary duty as was assigned him. 
Instead of drawing the fire of the hot­ 
blooded Southerera, who are so |apt to dis­ 
charge their pieces on the most trivial pro­ 
vocation, he ba9 simply invoked ithcir si­ 
lent contempt. Instead of picking up the 
gauntlet the President laughs the thing off 
with tho exclamation: Everybody knows 
Howe !”—Philadelphia Times, Iud.

A Bare Medal Plowed Dp. 
The Baltimore bun of Saturday says; 
‘‘While plowing recently near Waverly, 
Baltimore county, a colored man turned up 
a medal in good preservation, dated Nov. 
22,1739. On the one side is the likeness of 
Admiral Vernon, with sword in hand, sur­ 
rounded by the words, ‘The British glory 
revived by Admiral Vernon.’ 
On the re­ 
verse, ships attacking a fortification, with 
the inscription,4 We took Porto Bello with 
six ships. 
Admiral Vernon was a member 
of Parliament, and, opposing the ministry, 
declared that he could take Porto Bello 
with Bix ships. 
His offer was accepted, 
and he was completely successful. 
He I 
tailed, however, with a larger force, lu as­ 
saulting Carth&gena, and his subsequent 1 
career did not realize his earlier prestige. * 
The Washington mansion derived its name I 
‘Mount Vernon from the Porto Bello enc 
cess. 
Persons skilled in such matters have 
bo knowledge of a similar medal In this 
country, though doubtless they arc well 
known in England. 
Mr. J. ti. Carswell 
has presented this valuable medal to the 
Maryland Historical Society, and, in a let - j 
ter to Rev. Goo. A. Leak in, stales that the i 
field was formerly owned by the Gorsuch 
family, deriving their patent from George 
IL, through Lord Baltimore; that there vet 
remains part of the original log cabio, aud 
that arrows, with hatchets, show that here J 
hid been previously as Indian village.

How Our Grandfathers Studied 
vby n in 1817. 
Hr. George W. Green, ol OO Baker street, 
has a veritable curiosity in the shape of a 
little old book of 210 pages, entitled, ‘‘A 
System of Universal Geography tor Com­ 
mon Schools, in which Europe is divided 
according to the late act of the Congress at 
Vienna"—by the Rev. Nathaniel Dwight. 
The imprint shows that the book was pub 
iiahed at Northampton m 1817, and the 
preface states that it was a second and re­ 
vised edition of a work published in 1795. 
In those days, it appears, the study of ge­ 
ography in the common schools was car­ 
ried on without the aid ot maps, and only 
a head-line of larger type than the rest was 
used to denote the jump from one country 
to another. The information was conveyed 
wholly In the shape of questions and an­ 
swers, ani by reprinting the section reler - 
ring to Michigan, we can give a fair idea of 
the whole work: 
Question—What is the situation oi the 
Michigan territory. 
Answer—It lies north of Ohio ; between 
jake Michigan on the West, and Lake Hu­ 
ron and Bt. Clair and the Detroit rivers on 
the east; including also the peninsula be­ 
tween Lakes Michigan an i Superior. It is 
500 miles long and 300 broad. 
Question—What are the divisions ? 
Answer—It is divided into tour dis­ 
tricts, Erie, Detroit, Huron and Michili- 
mackmac. 
Question—What is the face of the coun- 
tiy ? 
Answer—It is a mere fiat; the soil 
fertile, and produces apples, maize, 
wheat, oats, barley, buckwheat and pot*- 
toes. 
Question—What are the rivers ? 
Answer—St. Mary’#, St. Clair, Detroit, 
Raisin, Huron and bt. Joseph. 
Question—What lakes border this terri* 
tory ? 
Answer—Michigan, Superior, Huron and 
St. Clair. 
Question—What is the natural growth ? 
KAnswer—The trees and wild fruits of 
New England. 
Question—What island belongs to this 
territory ? 
Answer—The Island of Michilimackinar, 
in the straits of the same name, on which 
lift well known fort 
Question—What is the population ? 
Answer—In 1810, 4,702, beside a consid­ 
erable number of Indians. 
Question-What are the religious de­ 
nominations ? 
Answer—Catholics and Methodists. 
Question—What is the government ? 
Answer—It is under the government of 
Congress. 
Question—What is the capital ? 
Answer-Detroit; it had, in 1310, 80 
bouses and 770 inhibitants.—Detroit Free 
Prest.

Rev. Mr. Sawin delivered another of his 
able course of doctrinal discourses last 
evening at the Congregational church in 
which he showed the existence of a moral 
government with God as the ruler and man 
as the subject, and yet the relationship be­ 
ing the tender one of father and children. 
He hued his argument of the existence of 
a moral government upon the human ex­ 
periences and the inner consciousness of 
man, as shown outside of inspired writ* 
He took his hearers tar hack Into the past 
before any human pen had been dipped 
Into inspiration, and quoted from the an­ 
cient philosophers and teachers, showing 
that they all assume this tact as an almost 
self-evident truth. They never stopped to 
discuss the fact that there wa9 a Supreme 
Good, which we call God. They took that 
for granted as a truth which all from their 
inner ^feelings and consciousness would 
readily adm i^ He then proceeded to show 
that consciousness and omnipotence were 
the requisites of a Divine* ruler, and these 
were possessed by the Supreme Good. 
Later 
rn 
the 
discourse 
ha 
pictured the relationship between this 
ruler and the human subjects. Man was 
made in the Image of God, and the human 
attributes, such as love, justice, pity, when 
carried to an infinite power would consti­ 
tute divinity. 
Men were Gods offspring, 
and there was therefore due God from man 
all tho obedience and loyalty, all the love 
and trust, which the child should feel it its 
parent. It is impossible to give a clear 
and concise review ot the discourse. It 
was logically put together, and the argu­ 
ments were so interlinked and clinched 
that no hasty outline would do it justice.
